“It is well known to physicians that j 
A . * * * whooping cough is dangerous to chil-! 
and some times fatal even to j 
J grown-ups. 
But like many other se-j 
JLjrious conditions its start is innocent 
I j enough. 
A dight cold, running at 
,*2* I the nose, fever and a dry cough set* 
! the stage perfectly for this body-rack-1 
ing and nerve-wrecking disease. 
X “The eyes become blood-shot and 
^ 
after a week the cough becomes stead- 
V lily w'orso and the sufferer becomes 
A pale and drawn. 
The breath during 
JL jthe cough will be drawn in with a 
X , sharp scraping sound which is known1 
Y as the ‘whoop.’ 
Ask mothers whose 
'children hav- had whooping cough 
wluit th e y think of it. 
The stories i 
they w ill tell will indicate beyond j 
question the seriousness of this afflic­ 
tion. 
“Do not feel that whooping cough 
is inevitable; that it is an unavoidable 
sequence in the- life of your child. 
True, this will be the case if the par­ 
en ts of children unfortunate enough to 
contract ii do not, or will not, use. 
the proper methods to prevent its dis-, 
semination. 
“However, if all mouth and nose j 
discharges during illness are received i 
in a piece of dean cloth and burned; 
X |separate drinking and eating utensils: 
provided for the patient and plenty of 
fresh air afforded the little victim with 
! its room well aired both night and 
day, the hazard will be considerably j 
reduced. 
But above everything else, 
keep the child 
away from others, j 
Even after the ‘whoop’ has ceased, it 
is possible to spread 
the disease. 
Don’t be overly anxious to remove th? 
ban from your child; W'ait for th? 
doctor to give the order for its free­ 
dom once again. 
“If any symptoms of whooping 
cough evidence themselves in your 
homo, call the doctor at once and fol­ 
low^ his advice strictly’. The little pa­ 
tient, or tho big one for that mat­ 
ter, with this disease is a problem for 
the physician and for him alone. The 
part which the parents should play is 
in protecting other people's children 
! from contracting tho disease from 
their infected kiddies. 
“If your children have not 
had 
whooping cough they ar(*Cortunate,and 
may avoid it entirely. 
The prob- 
jability will be greatly reduced if the 
parents of children who are suffering 
from this disease at this time will en­ 
gage in a personal and individual car, - 
paign to prevent its spread. 
“Avoid whooping cough by adher­ 
ing to the fundamental health rules. 
But mort* than that, 
prevent 
its 
spread. 
It is your duty 
And it is 
up to you.”
